HEALTH OF IRISH TOWNS.

The zymotic death-rate in the same six Irish towns averaged 
I 5 per 1,000, OF o.t per 1,000 lower than during the preceding period, the 
highest figure—3.9 —being recorded in Waterford. In all were registered 5 
deaths from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 
1from measles. No deaths were anywhere ascribed to typhoid, but 11 
took place from diarrhoeal diseases. 

During the week ending Saturday, November 4th, 56: births and 388 
deaths were registered in six of the — Irish towns as against 465 
births and 362 deaths in the preceding period. The annual death-rate in 
these towns, which had been 17.1, 17 9, and 219 per 1,cooin the three pre- 
ceding weeks, fell to 20.6 per 1,002 in the week under notice, this figure 
being 5.0 per 1,000 higher than the mean annual rate in the seventy-six 
English towns for the corresponding period. The figures ranged from 
13.6 in Waterford and 18 9 in Belfast to 23 2in Limerick and 25 6 in Dublin. 
The zymotic death-rate in the same six Irish towns averaged 1.1 per
